DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-12, 14, and 16-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kaufman (032) in view of Yoshikawa (222). 

Kaufman and Yoshikawa are applied in a similar manner as in the first office 
action. References to Alexander (364) and GB 2,295,268 have been considered 
unnecessary in view of applicant's amendment of 5-30-03. 

Furthermore, it should be noted that Kaufman does disclose an anode (24) that is 
cylindrical and has tapering sides towards the cathode (22) (claim 8). In this 
arrangement the distributor (42) is located behind the anode (opposite the direction of 
the cathode) with the ion source (20) is operated at ground potential, typically the 
vacuum chamber potential (col.9, lines 34-37). A channel is formed behind the 
cylindrical anode which has an outlet that is has at least one aperture leading Into the 
ionization zone. In other words the Integral part of the anode adjacent this channel can 
be considered a central outlet member having at least one aperture. It is noted 
applicant's has a gas line (58) that is radial to said outlet, as gas apertures (44) of 
Kaufman are. It is also noted that applicant makes no mention of an outlet that is 
centrally located with respect to said longitudinal axis in independent claims 14 and 19. 
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Hence, it is not seen that having a centrally located outlet member substantially 
adjacent said longitudinal axis, is considered critical to applicant's invention. 

Although Kaufman has decided to use a solid conductive means as an anode 
(col.3, lines 35-38), it is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that an anode can 
alternatively be made of an insulator having a deposit of an oxygen-free metal thereon, 
as broadly taught by the secondary reference to Yoshikawa (222). For example, 
Yoshikawa (222) teaches the use of a pair of cylindrical electrodes AA1 and AA2 made 
of oxygen-free copper on coaxially opposing surfaces of quartz walls Q1 and Q2 (col. 4, 
last paragraph-col. 5, first paragraph). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 13 and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention.
